R  ET<  )  FORE  historians 
concerning  their  1i  i  g  h 
school  life  have  spoken  fig- 
uratively by  saying  that 
when  thev  entered  high 
school  they  embarked  on 
the  ship  of  Knowledge.  Then  they  contin- 
ued the  history  in  the  form  of  a  dignified 
allegory.  But  we  shall  not  discuss  our 
high  school  career  in  such  a  manner — no, 
indeed,  for  most  of  us.
